Of the Famous Convention and the 


Rail Incident. 


Quite n number of men now living 


In'Decatur remember this famous eon- 
veVition and remember it as the occa- 
sion when Abraham Lincoln's candi- 
dacy for president was first started. 


I remember when we hail the Lin- 


coln boom .but I was a school boy 
and of couise did not take a very great 
interest in political affairs. They hail 
n great time here though and [ lemcm- 
ber the democrats in those clays form- 
ed the Hickory club and the republi- 
cans had a club known as the "Wide 
Awakes."

R. R. Montgomery tells of the con- 


vention. He said:

The Lincoln rails were brought here

The Illinois Central has issued a 


ciicular specifying the style of uni-

It winds and grows steep at the last 
through the cinders and scoriae of the 
upper slopes of the mountain.

all ages. Sound nnd maimed,

bats and musicians. Their universal 
hail is an outstretched hand with 
a 


beckoning forefinger. Even the little 
babes still In arms hold out their 
hands and beckon for centimes. 


From the hotel starts an inclined ca- 


ble railway that takes the visitor up 
the side of the mountain ubout 1,000 
feet, leaving him to climb the re- 
maining 400 feet through the cinders 
In the hot sun. 
At the upper station 


of the railway the guide turns 
the 


traveler over to the government em- 
ployes who have entire charge of the 
top of the mountain. Italy maintains 
a station and an ample corps of men 
to watch the condition of the crater 
and to give early warning of any un- 
usual activity. 


Mr. Kcovlll said that he with most 


of the other travelers who made the 
ascent that d.iy, supposed that they 
could easily climb the short remaining 
distance. But most of them found that 
they were mistaken. 
He finally ar- 


rived nt the top thoroughly exhausted 
after having had the assistance of 
three men with ropes. The soft sliding 
cinders yield almost like snow to the 
foot and the climber slips back con 
tlnually. 


Impressive View. 


The view from the top of the moun 


tain is Impressive. The crater drops 
almost precipitously from the verge

icres in extent. 
In realllyi the cra- 


ter floor covers several square miles. 
Near the center 
is another crater 


slightly elevated by the accumulation 
of the debris vomited 
forth In the 


eruptions, which although on a small 
scale are practically continuous, oc- 
curring every few minutes. First a 
muffled ioar is heard like an explo- 
sion deep in the earth. This 
glows 


louder and finally u blast of fire 
and 


heated rocks is blown from the sum- 
mit of the small crater. Most of the 
ejected matter falls within the large 


rater but plenty of rocks und cinders 
drop on the summit and you can get 
a pretty warm soyvenlr for the trou- 
ble of picking it -up. One Englishman 
in the party which ascended with Mr. 
Scovill had to be taken In charge by 
his friends and restrained from jump- 
ing into the crater. He was completely 
overcome by the horror of the spec- 
tacle. 


The return to Naples was made in 


two hours against eight hours consum- 
ed In the ascent. 


Slop and Snails. 


One of the peculiar Institutions of 


Naples is the traveling lunch counter 
which flourishes in the poorer quarter.

The Bread of the Spanish-American 


People. 


In conjunction with the systematic 


effort made In recent years by the 
United States to make known in Eu- 
rope the food value, or rather, table 
value. Df Indian corn, it may interest 
many housekeepers to know how tor- 
tillas are made. These tortillas are, as 
many know, thin cakes of corn, and are 
used in Mexico and 
other Spanlsh- 


Ameiican countries almost universally 
in lieu of wheat bread. The corn, se- 
lected clean kernels for best results, 
is boiled In lime watar until soft. It 
is then washed thoroughly in water to 
remove all traces of lime, and rubbed 
between the hands to remove the out- 
er husk of the corn. The clean corn 
is then ground, while wet, to a soft 
mass, wljlch is easiest accomplished 
with a. Struub peanut butter mill. The 
wet dough resulting from grinding is 
patted Into thin cakes of convenient 
size and baked on a dry griddle (that 
Is, without fat), and served hot. In the 
better ct£SB families It Is usual to have 
one servant bftke these tortilUs con- 
tinually during the course of a meal, 
so that the table may be supplied fresh 
from the griddle all the time. While 
these cfikes are a radical departure 
to all English-speaking people, many 
soon develop a great liking for them. 
They are especially palatable when 
eaten with highly flavored meat dishes, 
such as the Mexican, "chile con carne;" 
and aUa when' spread with butter. It 
may be well to add that no salt is 
used in. ,<W prep.att^lgn, ft .tbege cakes.

the employes of the yard west of the 
city have been out since Wednesday 
last.

wholesome In effect 
In the average. 


There Is a good deal of cellulose and 
so-called waste material in the straw- 
berry ,the ordinary proportion of water 
being- about eighty-nine per cent.

and possibly with good reason if there 
1.3 some peculiarity which may be ag- 
gravated by this aeid fruit, fiut even 
with Injuilous result, they prove their 
usefulness, as they 
not 
only makd 


known the pre'sence of some insidious 
disease but proclaim the undoubted 
nature of it. For example, an excess of 
uric acid in the system will quickly 
develop hives or skin eruptions or 
gouty or rheumatic symptoms If the 
Individual so conditioned indulges fre- 
quently in 
strawberries. 
But tho 


strawberry Is not the only offender, or 
always an offender in these noted con- 
ditions, but possible injury may result 
in this way from eating them, but the 
well-ripened fresh berry cannot of it- 
self, create mischief. The exceedingly 
small seeds of the berry are useful 
as they stimulate without irritating 
the Intestines and in this way are use- 
ful as a laxative when used with judg- 
ment, Coming early in the season, 
they are of the best as most delightful 
of tonics for toning up and clearing 
out the system preparatory for" the 
hot weather. 


Many adopt the French

of some acid juice, such as lemon br 
orange, or claret—but the elaret must 
be one of the finest or you spoil your 
berries.

It attempted the Panama canal, but 
left ruin Ih every dollar It spent, every 
spadeful It dug, showing the impotence 
of a big idea without moral support 
and protection.

different. The 30,000 men will be equal 
to any 100,000 In 
Napoleon's days. 


They will surpass twice their number 
in any period of the building of the 
Suez canal. They will make very tame 
the efforts of the French on the Isth- 
mus In the years of failure. They will 
represent the best organized and most 
effective force ever known, whether it 
be in war, in commerce or in Industry. 


They will meet difficulties worthy 


of their powers. To dig a canal 49.09 
miles from 38 feet depth of water in 
the Carribeap Sea tb 16 feet depth in 
the Pacific does not seem such a won- 
derful feat at flrat glance, but.the Work 
is larger than even the supreme test 
of faith, for it not only Involves the 
removal of -a mountain, but It goes

A teller or bookkeeper whose personal 
labits are

opportunities 


open on all bides for making a quick 
fortune by speculation. He 'borrows' a 
little of the money within his reach, 
cohering up his act by false entries, 
and the effect is like the first taste 
of human blood upon the lamed beast 
of piey. His passage from bacl to worse 
is only a question of time, and if his 
•luck' at the start is good it is apt to 
tinn after he loses his head and be- 
gins to think his judgment invincible. 
I remember well the case In Montana 
of the cashier who sank $190,000 of the 
bank's money on the slump in Amal- 
ganated copper. He had grown up in a 
country where copper was everywhere 
and in everything. He waa the owner 
of considerable 
propet ty—$40,000 
or 


$45,000—80. when he helped himself to 
$1,200 and started in to speculate on a 
rising market, he felt that he was 
really only making an authorized loan 
to himself 
which he could repay at 


any time ' on demand. This he ex- 
plained to us in his confession. He 
made purchase after purchase, on mar- 
gins, and held for a figure which was 
beyond the point of the stock reached 
before its collapse. Then 
came the 


his whole air castle rattling down about 
his ears. When the stock had dropped 
to par he looked for a rally so he 
scraped 
together 
all the money he 


could and loaded up again, with the 
idea that he could average his pur- 
chases and get out whole, if not ac- 
tually with a profit. But he was doom- 
ed to disappointment, and when tha 
price began to descend till further, It 
was impossible longer to avoid expos- 
ure.

Heaven only knows how 
much more he would have taken had 
It not been for a little boy employed 
around the building, who noticed him 
one evening altering some figures in a 
bank ledger. He spoke to-his father 
about it when he went home, and the 
old man felt uneasy til} he had in turn 
spoken to one of the directors. The di- 
rector waved the matter aside. Alvord 
was thoroughly trustworthy, so if he 
did any altering, it was doubtless be- 
cause an 
erroneous entry had been 


made and he was correcting It. There 
was nothing strange about his being 
at the bank out of hours—he was so-1 
industrious of habit thaf he had long 
been the first man on hand in the 
morning and the last to leave at night.

That is The Law Concerning Payment 


of Saloon Licenses. 


While wrestling with the Oakland 


license quanel,. the attorneys of Coles 
county have unearthed a Uw regard- 
Ing licensing of saloons. It is a supreme 
court decision, requiring all license to 
be paid, fou the term in advance, and 
if this be true, theie has not been a 
license granted legally in Mattoon for 
twenty-five ycar,s, so far as the sa- 
loons of the city are concerned. 


The n.uarel at Oakland has caused 


til) of the Coles county attorneys to 
make investigation, something seldom 
done, ns the question of license In 
Charleston and Mattoon is seldom call- 
ed to any one'svattention. 


According to the interpretation of 


the man who informed the Star of the 
decision, the law compels a man to 
take out license for the fiscal year. I£ 
he should apply after the fiscal year 
has commenced, h* shall take out li- 
cense until the close of the fiscal year 
and the money shall accompany the 
application for the license. Any other 
license, according to the Informant, is 
void, and the man operating und»r 
that license can be fined for his act. 


As the city has issued the license, 


an attempt to prosecute under that 
law would necessitate filing the com- 
plaint against the city, it being the 
real offender.—Mattoon Star.
